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SPEED)}OF A BULLET. : 


How the Government Learns the Rapidity 
of a Rifle Ball. 

How fast does a bullet travel? If it is in| 
proper shape fomtraveling Colonel Flagier | 
and his officers say t Ought to go ata rate 
of 1,275 feet a secend pon leaving the rifle. 

This matterof speed is very important, 
and if a cartridge is five or ten feet too fast | 
or too slow the quantity of powder must be | 
changed. This matter of speed is tested in| 
@very interesting way. 

At the northern end of the arsenal | 

8 is a jong wooden shed, in which a) 

tance of one hundred feet has already | 

been carefully marked off, says the Ph la | 

delphia Record. At either end of this space | 

is a stand something like a target, with a’ 
large circular opening where the bull’s-eye

Across each opening is stretched a smal! | 
electric wire connected with @ delicate in- | 
strument in another room. 

The rifie from whch the firing is done is | 
80 aimed that the bullet which flieg from it 
cuts both wires. Obviously the erence | 
in time between the cutting of the first and | 
of the second wire will mark the speed of 
the bullet through one hundred feet. 

The measurement of this brief space of 
time is done byan instrumentof French | 
invention called the Boulinge chromograph. 
When the first wire is cut aa electric circuit | 
is broken and a rod which is suspended from 
a magnet falls a short distance, touching in 
its descent a point which makes a mark on 
its side. 

The breaking of the second wire lets drop 
a second smaller rod inthe same way. By) 
means of thedifference in the marks on the | 
rods itis possible to estimate the differ- 
ence in the time of their; falling, and from | 
this the speed of the bullet per second. | 
There is a provision for detecting any er- | 
ror,and nearly absolute accuragy is sé | 
cured. : 

Ifitis found that a bullet has traveled 
too fast or too slow that means that there 
is too much or too little powder in the | 
charge, that the compression is wrong, or 
that the atmospheric conditions are unfa- 
vorable. | 

The charge of powder varies from sixty- 
five to sixty-nine grains, and is varied by as | 
little as au tenth of a grain to secure just the 
right speed. The compression may also | 
have to be changed. 

These tests of speed are made throughout 
the day, eight cartridges being fired at a | 
time, and if any ec: ror is detected the neces- 
sary change is made at once. | 

If itis found that the speed is ail right, | 
then the accuracy of the bullets in hitting | 
an object must be determined. For this | 
purpose they are fired overa five hundred 
yard range at atwelve-foot square target, 
near the river bank. 

By an ingenious device by which the aid 
of photography is called in the exact point 
of each bullet is rapidly noted, and the gen- 
eral average of accuracy is afterward as- 
certained.

TH E DAIRY INTEREST, 


in Which There Are Two Billion | 
Dollars Invested. 


A correspondent of the New York 
Graphic writes as follows: Chatting 
recently with ex-Senator Warner Mil- 
ler, he told me that the dairying busi- 
ness was the largest single industry in 
the United States. The facts are sim- 
ply stupendous, when they are con- 
sidered as I found by questioning a 
leading merchant in the produce line 
to-day. He told me that there are 
over $2,000,000,000 invested in dairy- 
ing, an amount almost double that in- 
vested in banking and commercial in- 


dustries. It is estimated that it re- 
st 15,000,000 cows to supply the 
demand for milk and its products in 
the United States 

To feed these cows 60,000,000 acres 
of land are under cultivation. The 
agricultural and dairy machinery and 
implements in use are worth over $200,- 
000,000. The men employed in the 
business number 750,000 and the 


grace of the book. 

The English bible was popular, 
in the broadest sense, long before 
it was recognized as one of our 
noblest classics.

It has been 
something more than a “welt of 
English undefiled;” it has become 
a part of the spiritual atmosphere.

critics of life, unsystematic philos- 
ophers, like Carlyle and Ruskin— 
all draw upon the bible as a treas- 
ury of illustrations, and use it as a 
book equally familiar to them- 
selves and to their readers, It is 
impossible to put too high a value 
upon such a universal volume, even 
as a purely literary possession.”

About twenty years ago saw 
mills first appeared on the banks 
of the Truckee river and ever since 
then masses of edgings, bark and 
saw dust have been heaped up to 
soak in high water and steam in 
the hot suv in low water.

It may be many years before 
such another opportunity presents 
itself, for the river may not be so 
low again in flity years, Such a 
trifling expense would not be felt, 
and it would remove a menace 
to the health of the citizens of 
Reno that will grow more deadly 
as the years roll by.

horses over 1,000,000. The cows and 


| horses consume annually 30,000,000 
tons of hay, nearly 90,000,000 bushels 
of corn. meal, about the same amount 
of oat meal, 275,000,000 bushels of 
oats, 2,000,000 bushels of bran and 30,- 
000,000 of corn, to say nothing of the 
brewery grains, sprouts and other 
questionable feed of various kinds that 
are used to a great extent. It costs 
$450,000,000 to feed these cows and 
horses. The average price paid to the 
labor necessary in the dairy business 
is probably $20 a month, amounting to 
$180 ,000,000 a year. 

The ave cow yields about 450 
gallons of milk a year, which gives a 
total product of 6,750,000,000 gallons. 
Twelve cents a gallon is a fair price to 
estimate the value of this milk—a total! 
return to the dairy farmers of $810,- 
000,000 if they sold all their milk as 
milk. But 50 per cent. of the milk is 
made into cheese and butter. It takes 
twenty-seven pounds of milk to make 
one pound of butter, and about ten 

unds to make one of cheese. There 
is the same amount of nutrition in 
eight and a half pounds of milk that 
there is in one pound of beef. A fat 
steer furnishes 50 per cent. of boneless 
beef, but it would require about twenty- 
million steers weighing 1,500 
pounds each to produce the same 
amount of nutrition as the annual 
milk product does. 


The Amount of Sleep Required. 

The Home Maker contains the fol- 
lowing: Up to the fifteenth year most 
young people require ten hours, and 
until the twentieth year nine hours. 
After that age very nearly every one 
finds out how much sleep he or she 
requires, though, as a general rule, at 
least six to eight hours are neces- 
sary. Eight hours sleep will prevent 
more nervous derangements in women 
than any medicine can cure. During 
growth there must be ample sleep if 
the brain is to develep to its fullest ex- 
tent, and the more nervous, excitable 
or precocious a child is, the longer 
sleep should it get if its intellectual 
progress is not to come to a premature 
standstill, or its life cut short at an 
early age.

Enjoy Home Rule.

| A Country Where Every Citizen Is a Log- 
| . islator and No Act of Government Be- 
comes a Law Until It Has Received 

) the Popular Approval. 


_ The political divisions and subdivisions 
of the Swiss confederation are the same 4s | 
those of the United States, save that the | 
commune performs the functions of both 
township and county. The citizens of a 
neighborhood are grouped in the govern- 
ment of a commune; regional interests 
have given rise to the canton; the federal 
government unites the whole people. A | 
correspondent of Geneva writes: To what) 
extent the Swiss enjoy bome ru'e and how | 
far the people govern themselves directly | 
may be seen in the operations of the ref- 
erendum in each division of the state, and 
in the composition of the cantonal and fed- | 
eral executive powers. | 

In one form or other the system of the | 
referendum has prevailed in some parts of | 
Switzerland from time immemorial. To | 
this day in many of the communes of Uri, | 
Glaris, Schwyz, Appenzell and Unterwald | 
the citizens meet, as did their fathers be- 
fore them, in the town market-place or in | 
the open air on a mountain plain to accept 
or reject by a show of hands the laws laid 
before them by the communal councils. In 
| these radical democracies the right of 
initiative belongs to every citizen, he who | 
conceives alaw having the opportunity to 
present it and explain it ata meeting of his 
fellow-electors. The Swiss commune is as 
nearly autonomous as is consistent with 
cantonal and federal rights. It is re-| 
garded as in astate en petit. It really ex- 
ercises the powers that M. de Tocqueville | 
mistakeniy attributed to the American | 
township. ltis jealous of interference by | 
the state. lt does not part with the ad-| 
ministration of its forests, police, roads, | 
schools, churches or asylums until the 
pointis reached where the interest of the 
state manifestly take the place of locality. | 
Through the referendum of the popular as-_ 
sembiages of the purely democratic com- 
munes every citizen becomes a legislator, 
his voice and vote directly influencing the | 
decision of public questions. Yet even the | 
communes having a representative govern- 
ment the referendum may be invoked so | 
readily that the people hold control in de- | 
tails. Within a year on the official bulletin | 
boards of a commune in Geneva was posted 
a printed notice announcing that, unless 
awote of the people to the contrary was) 
called for, a professor in one of the colleges 
would be presented by the communal coun- 
cil with an honorarium of $240. 

The constitution of the canton of Geneva 
provides that the people may sanction orre-| 
ject not only the laws passed by the can- 
tonal legislature, but the orders issued by 
the cantonal legisiative and executive péw- 
ers. The exceptions to the exercise of the 
cantonal referendum are laws declared to 
be “of urgence” by the legislature and 
those relating to the annual budget, except- 
Mme when the latter establish a new tax, in- 
creasing a tax already existing, or necessi- 
tates a call forapublic loan. On the de- 
mand of at least 3,500 voters—about one in 
four of the total number in the canton— 
within thirty days after the official publica- 
tion of a law or order the question ofjadoption | 
or rejection must be submitted to the 
people. The vote on the referendum must 
take place within forty days after the thirty | 
days just mentioned. Thus all the functions | 
of a direct democracy lie with the citizens. 
of the canton in general, save that of delib- 
eration in assembly. 

Under the Swiss constitution 30,000 citi- | 
zens, or @ majority in eight cantons, may | 
demand a popular vote on any federal law 
whatsoever and on any order emanating 
from the legislative or executive power | 
which is of general import or is not urgent 
in character. The petition of the federal | 
referendum must be made within ninety | 
days after the publication of the law or 
order. 

The cantonal and federal constitutions 
are also subject to rgvision on a vote of the | 
people. The voters of the canton of Geneva 
are cailed upon every fffteen years to de- 
cide whether its constitution shall be re- 
vised. The federal constitution may be re- 
vised at any time. On the petition of 56,000 | 
voters—about one-twelfth of the total vote 
—or in case either house of the federal as- 
sembly (Congress) demands a revision, the 
question whether it shall take place is sub- 
mitted to the country. 

The records of the referendum are curi- 
ous, inasmuch as they show the frequency | 
with which the people have had recourse to | 
it and the tenacity with which the democ- 
racy has clung to the conservative cus- 
toms. Inthe fifty-five years from 1469 to 
1524 the referendum was resorted to in 
Berne sixty tumes. In the six years from 
1874 to 1880 five measures recommended by 
the federal executive and passed by both 
houses of the federal assembly, the mem- 
bers of which were elected by universal | 
suffrage, were vetoed by a national vote. In 
1880 a proposal to revise the federal consti- | 
tution so as to change the regulations of | 
the issues of bank notes was rejected by a | 
majority of 134,000. In 1862, and again | 
in 1878, the people of the canton of Geneva | 
rejected a proposed change in its constitu- | 
tion, the last time by a majority of 6,000 in | 
a vote of 11.200. Twice since 1847 the same | 
canton has voted not to increase the salary 
of the members of its executive council, and | 
it has since declined to reduce the number | 
of members from seven to five. The two 
French cantons of Geneva and Neuchatel, 
which only entered the confederation in the | 
present century, adopted the referendum on | 
the avowed ground of its efficiency as a 
check to hasty and inconsiderate legisla- 
tion. 

On the other hand, the Swiss people have 
shown no blind dislike of change or fear of 
settling once and for all questions of the | 
gravest character. A constitution sub 
mitted to them in 1872, the work of the 
partisans of centralization, who had pre- 
~ sented the programme of ‘‘an army and a 
law,” went down before a majority of 
6,000. Only two years later, however, the 
present constitution was adopted, religious 
questions connected with it arousing a 
strong feeling. It adopted by a vote of 
840,000 against 198,000, the Catholic cantons 
throwing heavy majorities against it, as it 
su convents and the Order of 
Jesuits in Switzerland. In 1878 in the mat- | 
ter of the St. Gothard tunnel subsidy the 
Swiss people showed their capacity to ap- | 
preciate questions of broad policy. Al. |
